Mr. Robert E. Marshall, M. Am. Soc. M. E., Super- 
intendent of the Altoona Division of the Pennsylvania 
R. R., committed suicide at his brother's residence in 
Washington, D. C., Nov. 30. He was born in Leeds, 
England, in 1862, and graduated from the Columbian 
University, Washington, D. C. He entered the railway 
service in the shops of the Pennsylvania R. R. at Al- 
toona, Pa., in March, 1881, and was rapidly promoted. 
He was a member of the Southern & Southwestern Rail- 
way Club and of the Master Car Builders’ Association. 


Mr. William Steinway, a member of the Rapid Transit 
Commission of New York city, died Nov. 30. He was 
born in Seesen, near Brunswick, Germany, Mar. 5, 1836, 
and came to America in 1850. In 1853, with his father 
and two brothers, he founded the house of Steinway & 
Sons, piano manufacturers. He was elected a member of 
the Royal Academy of Berlin, about 1870, and in 1892 
was appointed Pianoforte Manufacturer to the Emperor 
of Germany. He was the President of the Rapid Transit 
Commission, which was appointed under the act of 1800, 
and was also made a member of the present commission. 
He was a Director of the Steinway Ry. Co., of Long 
Island City, and of the New York & College Point Ferry 
Co. The town of Steinway, on Long Island, where a 
considerable part of his piano manufacturing was done, 
was begun by him in 1871. 


Prof. Benjamin Apthorp Gould, astronomer, of Cam- 
bridge, Mass., died Nov. 26. He was born in Boston, 
Sept. 27, 1824, and graduated from Harvard College at 
the age of 19. After a year’s teaching he went to Europe, 
where he completed his studies. Upon his return to 
the United States he was employed by the U. S. Coast 
and Geodetic Survey to determine astronomically the 
locations of the various geodetic stations. He estab- 
lished the station at Valentia, Ireland, from which the 
difference in longitude between Europe and America was 
determined, and connected the continents by the most 
precise observations. He established the first astronomi- 
cal journal ever published in the United States, and be- 
tween 1855 and 1858 organized the Dudley Observatory at 
Albany, N. Y. The Cordoba Observatory, in the Argen- 
tine Republic, South America, was founded by him, aa 
well as the many meteorological stations extending from 
the tropics to Terra del Fuego on the one side of the 
South American continent, and from the Andes to the 
Atlantic on the other. He was a member of the Royal 
Astronomical Society of London, of the French Academy 
of Sciences, of the Academy of St. Petersburg, and of 
the American Academy of Science.

ASHLEY, KENDALLVILLE & PERU.—A press dispatch 
from La Porte, Ind., says that it is announced that the 
construction of this road, which will be built by Detroit 
capitalists, will be begun at once. Application has been 
made for a charter and following the completion of the 
survey which has been partially made, the laying of the 
rails will begin. The line will be built from Ashley, 
near the Michigan line, to Chili, Ind., where connection 
will be made with the Wabash system of which this road 
will be a diverging line. 


BENTON HARBOR & SOUTHEASTERN.—It is stated 
that this railway is now under construction and will be 
ready for service by March, 1897. The present line will 
run between Benton Harbor, Mich., and Nappanee, Ind., 
and as soon as the Cincinnati, Union City & Huntington
